The proposal was introduced in 
a subcommittee meeting in Pan- 
munjom shortly after cease-fire 
negotiations were resumed by the 
main Red and Allied teams, end- 
ing a 64-day breakdown in the 
parleys. 

No Immediate Red Reply. 

There was no immediate indica- | 
tion of Communist reaction.

fer zone along the thirty-eighth ,

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TV Makers Agree Not to Turn Out 
Color Sets After Talk With Wilson 


Decision to Hold While Basic Materials Are 
' Scarce — Research to Continue, - 
Mobilizer Stresses. 


WASHIN GTON, Oct. 25 (AP)— 
--Color television for the general 
- public was officially put away in 

Defense Mobilization Director 
Charles FE. Wilson announced 
after a closed meeting with lead- 
ing TV manufacturers that they 
all had agreed not to engage in 
mass production of home color 
receivers while basic materials re- 
main scarce. 


Wilson emphasized in a state- 
ment, that this is not designed to 
discourage further research and 
development of color TV in the 
laboratories. He pointed out that 
some color developments may be 
valuable for military uses. 

The request that color for gen- 
eral use be li.id aside, he said, was 
based “solely” on the scarcity of 
electronics equipment in relation 
to the great miltary demand.

The meeting with 21 leading 
makers of TV equipment came 
following Wilson’s request last 
week that Columbia Broadcasting 
System stop making color receiy- 
ers. 

CBS, the only major manufac- 
turer in color production, prompt- 
ly complied with the request, also 
halting its daily colorcasts from 
New York City, the only regular 
color operation on the air. 

Earlier, the National Production 
Authority relaxed restrictions on 
the construction of radio and tele- 
vision broadcasting stations. 

A new order permits builders 
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of radio and TV broadcasting fa- 
cilities to use much larger amounts 
of steel, copper and aluminum 
without obtaining special NPA ap- 
proval. The order classifies these 
facilities as industrial instead of 
commercial projects. 


Builders of industrial facilities 
are allowed to use in three-month 
period up to 25 tons of steel, 2000 
pounds of copper and copper al- 
loys and 1000 of aluminum. Proj- 
ects requiring materials in greater 
amounts must be approved by 
NPA through special application.

Some have decided, like the 
man who runs a fish and chip 
shop in Chelsea who told me: “I 
think we need a change.” 

Others have decided otherwise, 
like an office girl I overheard 
talking to a friend as they hur- 
ried to the subway last night. “I 
wouldn’t vote Tory for anything,” 
she said, “and I’m wasting my 
vote if I vote Liberal. So I’m 
going to vote Labor.” 

It is no mere figure of speech 
when politicians tell people to 
mark their X. There are no vot- 
ing machines in Britain. The 
voter marks X opposite the name 
of his candidate and drops the 
paper into a black tin box. To 
vote, a person must be 21 years 
old and must have been a resi- 
dent of his constituency for Il 
months. 

When the polls close at 9 the 
ballot boxes will be sealed by pre- 
siding officers and taken, under 
police escort, to town halls or 
connty offices. There the boxes 
are opened, ballot papers dumped 
out on long tables, and counting 
begins under supervision of the 
returning officer, usually the 
Mayor or sheriff. Counting takes 
several hours, on the average. 

Candidates, their wives and 
agents wait there until the count 
is finished. Then they all go to 
the front steps of the town hall 
while the returning officer reads 
the official result. 


The good weather today is ex- 
pected to favor the Socialists. For 
one thing, it avoids the necessity 
of vote-losing power cuts which 
are predicted for this winter and 
will mean cold homes and half- 
cooked meals. For another, it 
means more people will take the 
trouble to go to the polls than if 
it were raining or bitterly cold, 
A bigger vote, it is maintained, 
will help the Socialists, especially 
in about 100 constituencies where 
they won last time by small ma- 
jorities. 

Limit on Auto Use. 


Some voters will ride to the 
polls today by horse and wagon 
provided with the compliments of 
opposing parties. There is no law 
against this. There is a law, how- 
ever, limiting the number of cars 


that may be used to give voters 
free rides—one car for every 2500 
voters in an urban aréa constitu- 
ency and one for every 1500 in a 
country constituency., This law 
was put through to give the 
Socialists, who haven’t so many 
cars, the same break as the Con- 
servatives who have lots of cars. 

The Jaw also limits the amount 
of money a candidate can spend 
in his constituency and, whether 
it is town or country it must be 
kept withing the $2240 to $2800 
ceiling. 

Today’s election is expected to 
cost a total of about $5,600,000, 
half borne by the parties for their 
1372 candidates who are compet- 
ing for 625 seats in Commons, the 
other half by the national Treas- 
ury for operating election ma- 


chinery, 

This campaign has been a@ 
strangely peaceful one. You could 
count the outbursts of violence 
on the fingers of one hand.

in Kansas and Missouri. 

“This money has been badly 
needed to help restore. farms, 
homes and businesses hard hit by 
the floods in the- Midwest last 
July. I believe the federal agen- 
cies concerned with relief and 
with rehabilitation in the flood 
area have done a good job with 
the limited funds at their dis- 
posal. This act will allow them 
to care for some of the needs 
they have so far been unable to 
meet, and I am glad to be able 
to approve it. 

“At the same time, I regret 
very much that the Congress did 
not provide more help for the 
people of the flood-devastated 
area. This act falls far short 
of my recommendations for a 
realistic rehabilitation program—

President Truman late yester- 
day signed legislation increasing 
the annual pay of most white col- 
lar workers by $300 to $800, that 
of postal workers by $400 to $800. 

This will add an ‘estimated 
$672,000,000 a year to the costs 
of the federal payroll. 

The pay boost for classified 
federal workers under civil serv- 
ice is 10 per cent. However, 
those who make less than $3000 
a year will get $300 and those 
paid more than $8000 will get a 

flat $800. 
Rank-and-file postal workers 
will get a rise of at least $400. 

Most postmasters, supervisors and 

inspectors will get $800.

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Rebel Strikers Assert All 
Cargoes Are Not Vital, 
Customs Spokesman 
Explains.

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| NEW YORK, Oct. 25 (AP) — 
Dock strikers went to work .on 
defense shipping today, then ab- 
ruptly quit again on. some of the 
ships, as commercial cargoes 
clogged the piers of the world’s 
largest port. 

A customs service spokesman 
said some rebel strikers, who had 
marched back to work at half a 
dozen military piers today, struck 
again later, claiming the cargoes 
were not vital or of a defense 
nature. 

This happened at Staten Island 
and Caven Point military piers 
in Jersey City, the spokesman 
‘said. Stevedores at Staten Island 

| continued to work only one troop 
' ship, claiming that other govern- 
_ment ships were non-essential. 

The big Brooklyn Army Base, 
| usually the largest center for 
handling military cargoes, was 
working only one ship, mostly 
with a crew of men hired under 
a special civil service status, the 
spokesman said. 

The rest of the port was stilled, 
with 108 ships immobilized. Five 
other ships were strikebound in 
Boston. Hundreds of millions of 
dollars worth of cargo piled up 
on the picketed docks. ; 

Other than the Government 
ships being worked, the customs 
spokesman said only a few oil 
tankers and a grain ship—which 
do not require longshoremen to 
load—were able to take on cargo, 

'via chutes or pipes. 
| A total of 139 piers—every 
‘commercial pier in the New York- 
|New Jersey harbor—was snarled. 
Joseph L. Ryan, president of 
the AFL International Longshore- 
men’s Association, said he was 
‘not receding one inch” from his

PITTSBURGH, Oct. 25 (AP)— 
Senator Robert A. Taft (Rep.), 
Ohio, proposed today that a joint 
military and civilian cammission 
reappraise the nation’s military 
program to find out just how 
much money is needed to “‘assure 
the peace and security of the 
United States.” 

In a speech at a Pittsburgh 
Chamber of Commerce luncheon, 
the only announced candidate for 
the Republican presidential nomi- 
nation pointed to America’s vastly 
increasing military expenditures 
and said: 

“IT fully agree that Soviet Rus- 
sia today presents a real threat to 
the security of the United States. 

Reappraisal Needed. — 

“I quite agree that we must 
tremendously increase the armed 
forces of the United States over 
what we maintained before Korea 
but I think a complete reappraisal 
of the program should be made at 
once by a joint military and 
civilian commission to determine 
exactly how large an expenditure 
is necessary to assure the peace 
and security of the United States 
and, at least eliminate the waste 
and extravagance which is likely 
to permeate a military establish- 
ment.” 

Taft declared he “reluctantly 
supported” a bill which has in-

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creased income and other taxes in 
order to provide more billions of 
dollars for military needs. He 
added that he has “little sympa- 
thy with those who refuse to vote 
taxes and at the same time refuse 
to criticize the extent of the pres- 
ent military program.” 

If the present rate of military 
expenditures continues, Taft de- 
clared, “‘we will have to face the 
fact that there will be serious in- 
flation in the United States, a sub- 
stantial danger to our liberty at 
home and all of the instability in 
labor relations and production 
which results from inflation.” 

Stable Production. 

He added: 

“If it is any way possible, we 
should confine our military pro- | 
gram to a figure consistent with a 
stable and continuous production.” 

Taft said that of the total es- 
timated expenditures of 70 billion 
dollars in the current fiscal year, 
more than 45 billion “is for the 
military services and aid to for- 
eign countries directly related to | 
the military program.’ 

Taft’s speech, was his first in 
Pennsylvania since he announced | 
for the G.O.P. presidential nomi- 
nation. Senator James H. Duff 
(Rep.), Pennsylvania, is plugging 
for Gen. Dwight Eisenhower to 
seek the nomination.

“If the records recommended 
by the state auditor’s office had 
been properly maintained, we 
would be able to account for all 
differences.” 

The report was critical of the 
County Court for not requiring 
strict compliance with statutory 
requirements that the county 
treasurer make semi-annual set- 
tlement with the county.

Army Exercises in North. . 

The Canadian army has just 
completed a series of exercises 
designed to give infantry units 
practice in various tactical roles 
in the northland. Airborne artil- 
lery equipped with 75-mm. pack 
howitzers and 4.2-inch mortars 
has been trained at the joint 
Canadian air training center in 
Rivers, Manitoba. 

The Royal Canadian Navy has 
received new eyes for its Arctic 
patrols in the shape of American- 
built helicopters equipped to op- 
erate on land, on water or on 
the frozen tundra. 

The Royal Canadian Air Force 
is forming new squadrons which 
are being equipped with Canadi- 
an-built versions of the United 
States Air Force Sabre jet fighter, 
holder of, the official world speed 
record, and‘ also with the new 
long-range all-weather Canadian 
jet fighter, the Avro CF-100. 

These will be guided into action 
by reports from the new radar 
network being completed along 
the Arctic frontier, from the Ca- 
nadian navy’s helicopter and air 
patrols and from Eskimo scouts 
who are being specially trained 
in military duties by the Cana- 
dian army.

Smith’s Estate Increased 


N TWELVE YEARS time Smith's estate increased from 
$75,000 to $250,000 but he did not change his will 
which still leaves his entire estate outright to his wife.

‘United Nations Week should remind 
us that despite its defects, U.N. is still 
the only hope for permanent peace. 
World peace is a co-operative under- 
taking. No nation can abolish war by 
itself.

In broad outline the Chamier substitute for 
the St. Louis School Board’s unit control bill 
has much to recommend it. For what Senator 
Chamier appears to have offered the St. Louis 
system is a species of “home rule”—at least in 
so far as unit control is concerned. : 


The School Board’s original bill would have 


placed responsibility for the system’s instruction, 
supply and building functions, as well as some 
phases of the auditing task, under a single su- 
perintendent of schools, instead of dispersing it 
among several officials as is the case now. 

That plan grew out of recommendations of 
the board’s old Citizens’ Advisory Committee 
and had the enthusiastic support of the. vast 
majority of those who have given any time to a 
study of the management of school affairs. But 
from one point of view it had a serious draw- 
back—any future modifications that might be 
desirable would require Legislative action, in- 
variably a long, slow process. : 

Senator Chamier’s substitute, . however, ap- 
pears to overcome this objection. The substitute 
bill would give the School Board full adminis- 
trative and policy-making control over the sys- 
tem, with the right to delegate to a superintend- 
ent whatever administrative duties and respon- 
sibilities it decides he should have. 

Then, as Senator Chamier says, “if the School 
Board wants to establish the unit control system 
for the administration of its schools, it would 


- have ample authority.” It could do so by simply 


revising its own rules to set up the more stream- 
lined method of control. More important, as dic- 
tated by experience, the board could modify the 
plan on its own initiative without having to run 
to Jefferson City each time for permission. 

Some people may want to make a closer study 
of the tenure provisions contained in the sub- 
stitute, especially that section making the pub- 
lic advocacy of “principles known to be un- 
American” a cause for dismissal. But few will 
object to the surprising “home rule” feature. 

The substitute now goes to the Senate floor 
with a recommendation it be passed. This is a 
long step forward in the prolonged unit control 
fight. It should be most satisfying to Oscar- A. 
Ehrhardt who, as chairman of the board’s legis- 
lative committee, has been in the front lines of 
that battle. 

Mr. Ehrhardt, along with Prof. Frank L. 
Wright and Board President Charles H. Christel, 
a former member of the committee, has worked 
since last winter to convince the Senate Educa- 
tion Committee that St. Louis demands unit con- 
trol. Most St. Louisans hope that those three 
men and James J. Fitzgerald, who succeeded 
Mr. Christel on the committee, will see the bill 
through to final passage. 
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Handicapping Our Jet Fighter Pilots 

Crippling strikes in the aviation industry 
field, some of which have gone on for weeks, 
have dealt a hard blow to our Air Force-at a 
particularly bad time. Our production of jet 
fighters and of transport planes for carrying 
the wounded is suffering at the very time when 
the Pentagon reports the ominous news that the 
Reds may be able to gain control of the air over 
northwest Korea. 

Communist anti-aircraft fire has become more 
deadly in recent months. Communist jets have 
beén appearing in increasing numbers in recent 
weeks. Only Wednesday 150 of them swept: in 
200 miles from their base for their “deepest mass 
penetration of Korea.” And our Air Force chief 
of staff reveals that “Russian-speaking pilots” 
are flying the Russian MIG jets into combat. 

Practically all the unions involved in the crip- 
pling strikes are non-Communist in every way. 
Therefore it is hard to see how these strikers, 
most of whom struck over only a small differ- 
ence in hourly pay, could cause delay at such a 
critical time. Non-Communist Americans should 
stop and ask themselves whether they want to 
contribute to the 5-to-1 odds against which some 
American pilots are now fighting in Korea. 
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Immune to Geography 

Joseph P. Marcelle is a subject of national 
news interest because the former Brooklyn in- 
ternal revenue collector skipped out on a House 
subcommittee hearing. But a broader point of 
interest in the Marcelle case is simply this: he 
is the sixth internal revenue collector to be 
suspended or forced out of office recently. 

This indicates how far dirty fingers had 
reached into the nation’s big tax collection 
agency. Yet the story about the Bureau of In- 
ternal Revenue began with little more than local 
gossip. Then the Kefauver Committee and the 
California Crime’ Commission forced attention 
on the San Francisco bureau office. Commis- 
sioner Schoeneman finally suspended three men 
though he persisted in attacking the investi- 
gators. 

So the snowball began to roll, and it has now 
rolled from the West Coast through St. Louis to 
the East Coast. Yet the bureau, the Justice De- 
partment and the Truman Administration showed 
something less than concern over the reports of 
corruption until they were forced to do so. So 
the task of inquiry is being pushed by Congress, 
which is the best agency to lead it. 

From the city-by-city revelations, it is appar- 
ent that rottenness in tax collection was immune 
to climate or geography. It was national. The 
congressional investigators have looked at ‘sev- 
eral bureau offices, but they face a lot of 
traveling.

Short Memories at Jefferson City 

Mayor Darst thinks it is unfair for the Repub- 
licans in the Legislature to enforce a party dis- 
cipline rule against the St. Louis earnings tax 
bill.

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Doctors in the Home Defense 

Dr. Paul R. Hawley gives a sobering account 
of what the civil population will need in the 
way of medical services if a third World War 
should come. 

“It is quite within the bounds of possibility,” 
says the director of the American College of Sur- 
geons, “that there will be more casualties from 
enemy action among the civil population than in 
the armed forces.” 

As chief surgeon of the European Theater of 
Operations in the Second World War,.Dr. Hawley 
should know what he ts talking about. 

Evidently, the home front must have more 
doctors and it must be prepared to make the 
most intensive use of them in event of a na- 


- tional emergency. The bill for federal aid to 


medical schools and medical students, intended 
to train more doctors and nurses, was trampled 
in the rush at the end of the first session of the 
Eighty-second Congress. It should be one of the 
most urgent orders of business when the second 
session convenes in January. 

Intensive use of the doctors available will de- 
pend largely upon the plans made in advance 
by the communities where the doctors live. 
Rockefeller Center, in New York City, has for 
months now had every doctor in its buildings 
assigned to a post of duty in event of a bombing. 
A complete and well-equipped organization is 
ready to back him up. Business Week magazine 
reported as long ago as last February: 

Spotted around the buildings are carts 
with first-aid supplies. The center has co- 
ordinated its work with the medical staffs 
of the larger tenants; doctors have been as- 
signed specific areas to cover. Rockefeller 
Center believes that it can get everyone in 
the area to a shelter within about four min- 


utes. That will mean that everyone has at 
least one layer of concrete between him and 
the blast—a tremendous protection in the 
event of an atomic explosion.

It strikes you very suddenly that quite a few 
trees are already bare.

Oh, there have 
been other signs and earlier signs: the carpet 
of yellow leaves fallen over the grass, the crys- 
anthemums, especially the dark red ones, in full 
bloom, the briskness of the morning air. Their 
import, of course, has been clear enough. But 
they do not announce the arrival of fall with 
anything like the authority of those first bare 
maples, locusts and elms. 

The trees which have been stripped down to 
their last few shivering leaves may be the weak 
ones of their species, but their early fading is 
the unescapable warning of what is soon to come 
for all.

At high noon it is still possible to talk of the 
balmy Indian Summer, to leave behind the hat 
and coat which seemed desirable in the morn- 
ing.

And the early darkness makes you 
think of clouds and autumnal rains, of the misty, 
melancholy season which is the prelude to win- 
ter.

standing of what British Socialism is. 

The late H. A. L. Fisher, the historian, 
pointed out the initial difficulty of defin- 
ing Socialism. To some it means “the suf- 
fusion of industrial life by humane and 
Christian principles, to others the equaliza- 
tion of wealth and opportunity, to others 
again the public ownership and control of 
land and the instruments of production.” 

It would be fair to say that all these 
ideas have been operative to a greater 
or lesser degree in the growth of the 
British movement, which has differed from 
Continental Socialism in its lack of the 
doctrinaire spirit. The temper of British 
thought has always been pragmatic and 
experimental, so that even under the most 
desperate circumstances Marxist doctrines 
of class hatred or atheism have played no 
significant part in British politics. 

On the contrary, the roots of much con- 
temporary Socialism are to be found in 
specifically religious movements of a popu- 
lar evangelistic type—in Methodism, for 
example—as well as in the social ethics of 
the Anglo-Catholic clergy, so closely iden- 
tified with the poor. 

Many American churchmen may not like 
this, but the fact remains that the climate 
in which large sections of the Christian 
youth of Britain were reared, for at least 
70 years, was one of an impassioned re- 


solve to translate Christian co-operation ° 


into action in every field of life. Nor is 
this a dead tradition even today. There 
is a large group of Labor M.P.’s, associ- 
ated with Sir Stafford Cripps, who worship 
re together with the express inten- 
tion of practicing their common faith in 
their political decisions. The memory of 
Keir Hardie is kept green and the name 


» 
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ef William Temple is still one to kindle 
deep emotions. 

When one recalls that the British move- 
ment is bound up with the thought of 
Ruskin, Carlyle, Morris, the Webbs and 
Shaw, it ought to be obvious enough that 
it expresses an attitude toward life very 
different from the slavish, spineless carica- 
ture portrayed by such American groups 
as Spiritual Mobilization in their continu- 
ing assault upon m. 

Similarly, it is impossible to arrive at 
an informed judgment upon British So- 
cialism unless one takes seriously the fact 
of its long history. There are those who 
would trace its origins as far back as the 
Peasants’ Revolt of 1381, which was an 
authentically popular rising animated by a 
desire for social justice. The word “so- 
cialism” first appears in the early nine- 
teenth century, in connection with the 
Chartist movement, which gave birth to 
the labor movement. 

Thus well over 100 years of debate and 
of experience in local government, as well 
as in the discipline of trade unionism, have 
gone to ripen the political thinking of the 
modern British citizen. This helps to ac- 
count for the notable absence of violence 
and disorder in British political life, and 
also, it may /e added, for the high stand- 
ard of moral integrity which is still char- 
acteristic of it. 

It would be a mistake, therefore, to con- 
clude that the British people have rejected 
the “welfare state” in favor of “free enter- 
prise” should they meme: 5 a Conservative 
majority in the present election. “Free 
enterprise” of the classical American pat- 
tern is impossible in a Europe which is so 
densely populated, whose economy is 
largely’ wrecked, which has to carry the 
burden of over 12,000,000 refugees, and 
at the same time to subordinate economic 
reconstruction to the needs of rearmament. 

The “welfare state” is firmly established 
in Great Britain. It will not be howled 
down by outside agencies. The only au- 
thority which could demolish it—a govern- 
ment elected by the British people—will 
receive no mandate to do So. 

A Conservative victory will mean that 
the patient and slow-moving electorate of 
Britain has decided that they need time to 
straighten out the social advances already 
made, and to relieve a tired and depleted 
leadefship in favor of fresher but well 
tried generals. There will be no retreat 
from the positions already secured, but 
time may be needed now for reorganization 
and for consolidation. 

In any case, the American people need 
have no concern about one fundamental 
matter. The British people, under Social- 
ism as under’ conservatism, “yond ~ eno: 
freedom. They have fought and ced 
for freedom in the past, and they will not, 
yield it now, from whatever direction it 
may be threatened. 


Politics and Taxes Don’t Mix 
From The Milwaukee Journal 


In the last few months major scandals 
have developed in four of the nation’s 
largest internal revenue offices. Lesser 
scandals have come to light in some others. 

The basic reason for the scandals is the 
fact that the top jobs in the Internal Reve- 
nue Bureau are politically filled. The Presi- 
dent, with the approval of the Senate, ap- 
points the collectors. The collectors ap- 
point their deputies. 

In most cases these jobs are handed out 
as political rewards to persons who have 
no expert knowledge of taxation. Frequent- 
ly the collector has a business of his own, 
which he continues to‘operate. Usually he 
views his federal job as the political thing 
it actually is. He knows his office would 
operate as well without him as with him. 

Senator Wiley, concerned about the re- 
cent scandals, is now suggesting that col- 
lectors and their deputies be brought un- 
der civil service, as the actual workers in 
the bureau long have been. 


It is not a new idea but it is nonetheless 
worth while because it has not hitherto 
been acted upon. The whole bureau should 
be in the hands of career men—of persons 
who‘ have made tax work their specialty. 

At present, no revenue worker, however 
qualified, can hope to rise to the top. Un- 
der the present system, the career man 
must always work under a politician boss, 
who knows little of the details of tax col- 
lection and who may take a soft attitude 
toward some tax debtors, as well as money 
contributions for the party in power. 

It is a bad situation at best and has often 
proved to be an intolerable one. 

thing to do is to reorganize the 
bureau so that the collectors will in fact 
be the heads of the offices, instead of use- 
less adjuncts. The way to do that is to fill 
these top posts with men from the ranks 
who can qualify by examination for jobs 
that should be the most, rather than the 


least, important in the service.

Emersonian Esthetics 


SPIRES OF FORM, by Vivien C. Hopkins. (Harvard 

University Press, 276 pgs., $4.) ) 

To explore the widely scattered com- 
ments which make up Emerson’s thinking 
on art and literature has been the task 
which Vivian C. Hopkins has set herself in 

- this volume. Emer- 
son did not develop 
an orderly aesthetic 
theory; but, as Miss 

Hopkins shows, his

based on his idealis- 
tic thought, and 
hence have a certain 
internal consistency.

Vivian C. Hopkins Gastar Of thd exbétive 
process. Coleridge and other romanticists 
of the nineteenth century gave him some 
impetus towards an organic theory of the 
work of art. From this view arose his be- 
lief in artistic functionalism, which was 
echoed by Horatio Greenough in Emer- 
son’s time, and by the architects Louis 
Sullivan and Frank Lloyd Wright in our 


own. 

Miss Hopkins’ book is primarily descrip- 
tive. It does gather together systematically 
a great many scattered opinions of Emer- 
son, and hence it may be of some use to 
scholars studying Emerson or exploring the 
byways of nineteenth-century aesthetic 
theory. The book seems to this reader, 
however, to make no original contribution, 
and to make no satisfactory fusion of its 
disparate elements. 

Miss Hopkins has made no attempt to 
develop a critical theory of her own, and 
only the most inadequate attempt to justi- 
fy or criticize Emerson’s. Her book has 
thus many of the worst faults of the aca- 
demic dissertation, including a prosaic 
style which would probably have given 
Emerson the shudders. For, whatever you 
can say of the flow of Emerson's style, he 
did have some respect for the well-wrought 
sentence. ° 

This book, then, because of limitations 
of conceptions and performance, has only 
a very limited value.

THE PRESIDENCY, by Stefan Lorant. (The Macmillan 

Co., 775 pqs, $15.) 

Presidential elections are periodical eli- 
mactics in our democratic process, and one 
way to read our past is to scrutinize these 
gigantic four-year-sprees of ours. Time was 
when the world cared little about how we 
voted or who won. Things are different 
now: the eyes of the world are turned in- 
tently on us as our quadrennial shindigs 
approach. 

Mr. Lorant has conceived the excellent 
idea of telling the story of our presidential 
elections and thus, inferentially, of our- 
selves as a nation. As he is an expert in 
pictorial history (he has done books on Lin- 
colh and Franklin Roosevelt in this way), 
the emphasis here is heavily on pictures— 
1500 of them, ranging from paintings, por- 
traits and engravings to hundreds of car- 
toons and photographs, including a superb 
series by Mathew Brady. The pictures are 
accompanied by an ample commentary, 
which in itself constitutes a detailed his- 
tory of the elections. The whole comprises 
one of the biggest and handsomest ks 
of the year, as impresstve in appearance 
as it is authoritative in text. 

What this reviewer finds surprising is 
that a Hungarian-born American citizen 
who has been in this country a mere 10 
or 11 years should so have soaked himself 
in American history as to be able to 
duce a book like this, challenging our 
torians on their own ground.

| PROPOSES ARNY 


GET NEEDED BEEF 


Agriculture Department 

Against Slaughter 
~ Quotas as Urged by 
~ OPS. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 25 (AP)— 
A proposal that the Army be al- 
lowed to offer premium prices as 
a means of getting essential sup- 
plies of beef was~being discussed 
in Government circles today. 

The proposal found consider- 
able support at the Department of 
Agriculture where there has been 
a reluctance to join the Office of 
Price Stabilization on some other 
proposals which some OPS offi- 
cials say would not only get sup- 
plies for the military but help 
to enforce price ceilings. 

In recent weeks, the armed 
services have been unable to buy 
all the beef they need. Rela- 
tively few slaughterers have bid 
on Army purchase offers. Some 
have said they have been unable 
to buy enough beef cattle to sup- 
ply their normal civilian custom- 
ers. Others have said that Gov- 
ernment price ceilings are such 
as to make it more profitable to 
sell to civilian outlets. 

The OPS has submitted to the 
Agriculture Department a plan 
under which the Government 
would requisition beef production 
of individual eligible slaughter- 
ers under certain conditions. In 
general, it would take beef sup- 
plies in excess of production in 
the corresponding period last 
year, 

The plan would attempt also to 
limit beef production by indi- 
vidual slaughterers for civilian 
markets to 100 per cent of the 
quantity produced in the like pe- 
riod last year. 

The OPS contends that such a 
limitation would tend to reduce 
cattle buying by some plants 
which have greatly expanded op- 
erations. This expansion has re- 
sulted in sharp competition for 
cattle and much payment of over- 
ceiling prices. 

The Agriculture Department is 
willing to go along with the OPS 
on a requisition program to get 
supplies for the military, and op- 
erate it. Such a system was used 
during the last war. Department 
officials believe, however, that the 
job of getting military supplies 
could be done more simply mere- 
ly by allowing the Army to offer 
a price premium. 

However, the department is re- 
luctant to be drawn into a pro- 
gram which would attempt to 
limit slaughter operations by in- 
dividual packers. Officials hold 
the view that Congress barred 
such a program when it specifi- 
cally prohibited the use of 
slaughter quotas. 

The department said Americans 
are hitting a nine-year low in 
meat consumption this year. 

Department economists figured 
that each American will eat 141 
pounds of meat during 1951—low- 
est consumption since 1942s per 
capita rate of 139.5 pounds. Last 
year each American ate 144 
pounds of meat, compared with 
a high of 155 pounds in 1947. 


BILL T0 CURB RADIO DEVICES 
USEFUL FOR A-BOMB SIGNED 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 25 (AP)— 
President Truman yesterday 
signed a bill designed to permit 
the closing down of radio devices 
Russia might use to aim an atomic 
bomb at the United States. The 
bill strengthens the power of the 
President to shut down or control 
radio facilities in time of war or 
national emergency. 

The law gives him this power 
with respect to radio communica- 
tions facilities. Congress passed 
a new measure on the subject 
because the Defense Department 
was fearful the control powers 
might not extend to other radio 
facilities from which electromag- 
netic radiations emanate. These 
radiations could be excellent navi- 
gation aids to a potential enemy, 
the department told Congress,

advanced. This is a help, of 
course, but payment would have 
been more effective earlier when 
inflation was not so far out of 
hand. Experts here fervently 
hope that payments in the future 
will be more readily forthcoming 
and on a regularly scheduled 
basis. 
U.N. Relief Delayed. 

The U.N. through various agen- 
cies is pouring millions of dol- 
lars of relief and assistance into 
this country. Without it there 
would be starvation and utter 
chaos. But until recent months 
an unhappily large amgunt of 
promised U.N. assistance re- 
mained only promises instead of 
deliveries. This country’s domes- 
tic need—understandably but un- 
fortunately—has had to take sec- 
ond place to war supplies. 

Many deliveries have been de- 
layed—and to some extent con- 
tinue to be delayed—because of 
lack of port space and lack of 
ships. If the deliveries had been 
made on schedule, the Korean 
government could have sold some 
of the goods to obtain revenue to 
pay in part for their advances to 
the U.N. 

This was the original plan, but 
it was clear many months ago that 
it was going awry. The delays in 
deliveries gave inflationary pres- 
sures a further chance to build 
up. As one economist said, “I 
can’t promise you that the whole 
economy won’t collapse tomor- 
row. But I think we can hold the 
line if we take strong enough 
measures in time.” 

The Korean government itself 
has been under criticism for not 
selling a higher proportion of 
U.N. supplies. They are giving 
about 90 per cent away as direct 
aid. Here is one time it seems 
to me that the U.N. position is 
strong, and where in the interest 
of the common good we insist that 
Koreans follow our recommenda- 
tions. If the Koreans denounce 
it as interference with sovereign- 
ty (and they do) we should none- 
theless go ahead and insist on the 
ground of the emergency situa- 
tion. This is the issue which we 
say needs drastic action, so let us 
practice what we preach. 

Shipping a Big Problem. 
Because of the terrific trans- 
portation -shortage, what Korea 
needs these days is a freedom 
ship. If those Americans who 
have already done so much in the 
way of gathering together clothes 
for this nation could match this 
effort by providing means of 
transportation, it would be a 
godsend. The chief necessities 
for the refugees and the Korean 
army are bolts of cotton cloth and 
canned American foods. (Con- 
trary to reports, I know from per- 
sonal experience that in winter 
Korean frontline soldiers prefer 
canned foods because it doesn’t 
freeze up as hard as their tradi- 
tional rice ball.) The light silk | 
dresses and sheer men’s shirts sent | 
over here are welcome because 
the people are so poor that they 
will welcome anything. But what 
is really needed is cotton and

French cooks have always been 

rated highly when it comes to pre- 
paring and cooking vegetables. 
With just a few tricks a French 
housewife could turn out any 
vegetable that proved to be de- 
lectable in any language. The 
trick about doing fresh peas was 
to take a few leaves of lettuce, a 
clove of garlic, some butter and 
just a bit of water, perhaps a 
pinch of sugar to bring out the 
natural flavor, and steam all until 
the peas were tender. 
This method has been adapted, 
with a few additions and changes 
by home economists in an Eastern 
test kitchen who after months of 
testing have come up with a tasty 
way of doing all vegetables. The 
method is called the “no-water 
way’ and embodies some of the 
principles set forth in the water- 
less cooking method. 


Covered Saucepan. 


Any saucepan which can be cov- 
ered well will do. The idea back 
of this new cookery way is to have 
no leftover liquid which must be 
saved for soups or gravies if they 
are not poured down the drain. 

In general, the process for the 
no-water way of cooking vege- 
tables is to place four tablespoons 
of margarine in the bottom of any 
saucepan, add the prepared vege- 


tables plus salt and a pinch of 
sugar, then cover with a blanket 
of wet lettuce leaves (the outer 
ones which are usually discarded 
are excellent for this purpose)

Informed congressional sources 
say, however, that other kinds of 
weapons have been given priority 
for a variety of reasons, 

Difficult Problem. 

One Congressman said atomic 
weaponeers are finding it diffi- 
cult to design a fusing mechanism 
tough enough to stand up under 
the terrific jolt a shell takes when 
it is fired. 

This difficulty, according to 
scientific sources, has not been 
encountered in development of 
lightweight bombs and guided 
missile or torpedo warheads., 

Such weapons gain _ velocity 
more or less gradually and their 
delicate electronic equipment is 
not subjected to great shock in 
launching. 

Warheads of several calibers 
have been put together and test- 
ed, and some of them presumably 
could be adapted to artillery 
shells if the shock problem is 
whipped.

Bleak Weather 
Needed to Help 
Duck Hunters 


JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 25 
(AP)—It’s a bleak outlook for 
Missouri duck hunters this week 
—an outlook. that only bleak 
weather could remedy. 

With the weatherman predict- 
ing warm, sunny weather, there 


are few ducks and geese in the| 


Missouri River watershed, a Con- 
servation Commission survey in- 
dicated today. 

Harold Terrill, game technician 
for the commission, flew over the 
waterfoul refuges of northern 
Missouri yesterday and found lit- 
tle cheer for the duck and goose 
hunters. The 45-day Missouri 
season opens at noon tomorrow. 

Terrill said it looked like this: 


1. The thousands of ducks and 
geese that swept into Missouri 
late last week before a northern 
storm, swarmed on south before 
the chilly, rainy weather early 
this week. ; 

2. There hasn't been a new 
surge of bad weather to the north 
to push a scheduled flight of 
waterfowl into Missouri. 

But he found some good news, 
mostly in the Swan Lake refuge 
area of Chariton County. That’s 
where Gov. Forrest Smith hopes 
to open the season as a guest of 
Tom Bash, former Jackson Coun- 
ty sheriff. Bash owns a fringe of 
farm land around the refuge and 
duck and goose blinds are as im- 
portant to him as corn in the 
shock. 

Terrill estimated there were 
45,000 big Canada geese in the 
refuge area yesterday along with 
some 8000 blue and snow geese 
and probably 12,000 pintail and 
mallard ducks. 

Elsewhere, Terrill’s survey tal- 
lied up as pretty gloomy. 

In the Fountain Grove refuge 
area, most of the waterfowl 
flashed away in the last 48 tours. 
There were an estimated 500 
geese and 3500 ducks still using 
the refuges. 

Along the Missouri river, from 
Northwestern Missouri to the 
mouth near St. Charles, the num- 
ber of waterfowl was small. 

Terrill summed it up as “too 
much sun and not enough ducks.” 
He said a good rain and “dirty 
weather” would help along ‘the 
Big Muddy. But the weatherman 
hasn’t got that kind of prediction 
in his bag for a couple of days. 

The situation along the Grand 
river was much the same but he 
saw a few more ducks there than 
on the Missouri. 

He concluded that, over-all, 
goose hunters might fare better 
than duck hunters in Missouri, 
but few hunters would experience 
opening days tomorrow like they 
dream about. 

The season starts at noon, clos- 
ing time each day is an hour be- 
fore sunset. After Friday, the 
season opens each day a half 
hour before sunrise. 

Duck limits—four a day and 
not more than eight in possession. 

Goose limits—five a day or in 
possession, not more than two of 
which can be Canadas or white- 
fronted geese.

Yet there was 
more than pleasure, 
for all of us who went 
along learned much 
about this wonderful 
renewable source— 
the living forest— 
which needs only good 
care and management 
to perform its per- 
petual service to man- 
kind. 

Our cavalcade of cars headed westward out of 
Steelville in Crawford county at mid-morning, 
traversing Highway & for a few miles before turn- 
ing aside into the timber. From this point on, 
throughout the day, we were in the forest, winding 
our way across the headwaters of a half-dozen 
mountain streams — Huzzah, Courtois, Brazil, 
Fourche au Renault—and stopping at a dozen points 
of interest. With a forester in each car, for George 
White of the Missouri Conservation Commission 
had joined forces for the day with Byron Groes- 
beck, who supervises the Clark Forest, nothing 
of significance was missed along the way. 


* 


NOT ALL MISSOURIANS realize the economic 
and ecological importance of our Ozark forests, 
nor the advances we have made since the national 
forests were created and the Conservation Com- 
mission began its parallel work of encouraging 
the management of private timber lands, a few 
short years ago. Prior to 1936 when the work 
started, our timber resources in the Ozark country 
were heading steadily downhill. Considering that 
the forest covers some 15,000,000 acres, or one- 
fifth of the state, this ws a major tragedy. Prac- 
tically the whole of this area was badly over- 
grazed by livestock and it would be no exaggeration 
to say that it was devastated by forest fire at least 
once every three or four years. There was little 
or no tree reproduction, most saw-logs were 
scarred by old fires, and growth in many areas 
Was no more than 25 board feet to the acre per 
year. We were cutting far more timber than we 
grew and the yield from new growth was down, 
on much of the land, to 25 cents per acre. Every 
county had, in those days, thousands of acres of 
tax-delinquent forest land.

YOU DON’T CHANGE such conditions over- 
night, especially on privately owned land, for 
human beings learn slowly. But some idea of what 
is happening can be gained from these figures 
taken from the records on the Clark Forest, which 
embraces some 900,000 acres of federal ownership 
and covers a total area of 2,000,000 acres. Timber 
growth on the Clark has increased from 35 to 75 
board feet per acre per year, making possible last 
year a harvest of more than 18,000,000 board feet 
of lumber. But tomorrow’s harvest will be far 
greater, since the forest today is growing at the 
rate of 67,000,000 board feet per year. 

Back in 1936 the forest rangers and their crews 
fought 1700 fires which burned over 72,000 acres; 
last year there were only 300 fires and 2000 acres 
of burned-off iand on the Clark. This is Goubly 
significant because at the same time the state for- 
esters established an equally impressive record 
on the public and private lands under their protec- 


tion.

STATISTICS SUCH AS THESE are lifeless 
things, yet they mean much to the present and the 
future of the Ozark community. They mean a 
better economic level for the area; better schools, 
better roads, better health and medical and social 
services. These things came home to us as we 
stopped from time to time on our trip and observed 
how a forest is managed and what happens when 
it is well managed. One of these stops was made 
in a fine stand of young pine where it was plain 
to see that some sort of timber harvest was in 
process. Forester Buck Hornkohl and Ranger “Red” 
Livens explained to us exactly what was taking 
place. * 

When this land was purchased for $2 an acre In 
1937, it had been recently cut over and contained 
no trees of immediate commercial value. Another 
$2 was spent in thinning the stand of young trees, 
but no other work was done until this year. By 
this time it was observed that the stand was becom- 
ing crowded so that the growth had slowed down, 
and a selective cutting was planned. Some oak had 
reached: harvest age and was marked for cutting, 
as was the young pine where the stand was too 
thick. The resulting cut of 1000 board feet of oak 
and seven cords of pulpwood per acre yielded an 
income of $22.50 per acre to the Government. In 
eight years a still larger cut will be made which 
will leave a fine stand of saw-log pine to mature. 
From now on it is safe to say that the annual 
growth for eventual harvest will at least equal the 
original investment in the land. 


* * 

WHEN NATIONAL FOREST TIMBER is har- 
vested, all tops are left on the ground to decay 
and return humus to the soil. Part of the sale 
proceeds are also spent on “stand improvement,” 
which means the girdling and deadening of old 
cull trees and the cutting of scrub and other 
“weed” trees which have invaded the stand. This 
again releases food elements for the growing trees, 
builds litter on the forest floor to take up rainfall 
and opens the stand s-.that grass and forest shrubs 
may grow to furnish food for wildlife and a care- 
fully managed number of domestic livestock. Old 
residents of the forest area tell of springs and 
streams now running steadily after years of inter- 
mittent flow, and of streams which once raged 
down their valleys after heavy rain, but now run 
clear and seldom leave their banls during the 


hardest downpour.

Child Behavior

a T IMMY is almost three years old and he hardly talks 
at all,” complains Timmy’s mother to her neighbor. “I'd 
give anything if he would really start in talking.” 

“And I’d give anything if Mike would stop talking,” re- 
plies Mike’s mother. “It isn’t so much how much he talks, 
but what he says. Ever since his fourth birthday, his language 
has been just awful! I’m embarrassed to death half the time. 
I never know what he’s going tO say next. He’s so bad that 
I hardly dare to take him anywhere. 

“Just last week I had a terrible argument with his grand- 
mother. She thinks I ought to stop him from all this swear- 
ing—and even worse than swearing—that he does. But I can’t 
be spanking him all the time. My mother says he must pick 
up all this bad language around the house. But honestly, my 
husband and I try to be careful about our language. And my 
husband says that he himself has never used some of the words 
that Mike uses.” 

* * * 

AT THIS POINT Mike himself comes upon the scene. 
“Mummy, when is that stinky old lady going home?” he shouts 
to his mother. 

“I see what you mean,” says the neighbor haughtily, and 
goes home in a huff, her feelings hurt. 

Mike’s mother sighs. “Honestly, Mike, if you don’t stop 
saying such terrible things, there won't be a person on the 
block left speaking to us—except possibly other parents with 

children like you.” 

This “out-of-bounds” language of the 4-year-old is some- 
thing that parents worry about a good deal. “How can I stop 
my 4-year-old from using such terrible language?” is a ques- 
tion we are asked almost more than any other. It is a hard 
one to answer. Some very clever parents do find ways to 
prevent this behavior, but we know of no general rule which 
can be guaranteed to work.

A QUESTION which is also asked and which we can 
answer is, “What shall I do about my 4-year-old’s profanity 
and the awful names he calls people?” 

First, recognize it as a customary and normal kind of be- 
havior for a 4-year-old. The child of this age is just naturally 
bursting out in all directions and trying all sorts of new 
things, some good and some bad.

Wipe it with a dry towel. Put 
the stuffing into the pocket by 
the spoonful and sew or skewer 
the opening. 

Now rub the entire piece of 
meat with salt and pepper and 
just a touch of flour. Lay some 
chicken fat or butter in the bot- 
tom of a roasting pan, put in the 
meat, and pour over it a fourth 
cup of olive oil. 

Have a slow oven ready— 
about .325 degrees, and allow 25 
minutes to the pound of roast.

The last half hour 
increase the oven heat to 400 
degrees. Every 10 minutes of this 
last half hour add two table- 
spoons of soup stock to the juice 
in the pan, and go on basting.

THE NOODLES: Cook six to 
eight ounces of noodles in boiling 
salted water until they’re tender.

Now add three more table- 
spoons of butter, then the drained 
noodles, and finally two teaspoons

Now 
you should have a small piece of 
calf’s liver for each cutlet. Cook 
the liver in water and mifice it 
fine with the stock and a good 
dry white wine.

Make It Less Conspicuous

that -ou wish weren’t there—an 

ugly radiator, pipes that show, 
too much woodwork? The feature 
you object to may be impossible 
to get rid of and too difficult to 
cover up, but it needn’t attract at- 
tention. To make it as inconspicu- 
ous as possible, paint it out. Paint 
it the same color as the walls and 
it will blend into the background. 


[a there something in the room 


White or metal paint on the ra-. 


diator makes it stand out against 
a wall that’s any other color, light, 
medium or dark. But a good oil 
base paint can go on the radiator 
when it goes on the walls and it 
releases more heat than a metal 
paint. 

Swing the radiator out from the 
wall when you paint. It can be 
done after a good twist with a 
wrench loosens it, and this makes 
both the wall and the radiator 
easier to paint. 

A dark color does the most to 
lose unsightly pipes—painted the 


‘same color, they fade back into 


the wall shadows. 

Woodwork that contrasts with 
the wall often attracts too much 
attention—the eye ynwillingly fol- 
lows the line of dark against a 
light wall, oz light against a dark 
wall, when there are sO many 


more interesting things to see in 
the room. Woodwork painted the 
same color as the wall joins the 
wall as background, and usually 
makes an enormous improvement 
in the room.

light, and warm colors in those 


which get little light. Our living 
room and dining room are really 
one big room which runs all the 
way across a wing of the apart- 
ment building.

“That makes 19 baseball play- 
ers in the last two days,” laughed 
Dr. Lloyd L. Tate, director of 
the Division of Health and Hy- 
giene of the St. Louis Public 
Schools, as he went on to examine 
the next child. 

Before this school year is fin- 
ished, more than 60,000 children 
will have received physical ex- 
aminations under the Health and 
Hygiene Division’s little publi- 
cized but persevering program 
designed to protect the well-being 
of St. Louis’ school-age young- 
sters. 

Methodically, week after week, 
the 21 school physicians on the 
staff of the Health and Hygiene 
Division will make the rounds of 
St. Louis schools, checking the 
height, weight, vision, hearing, 
heart, lungs, and general health 
of students in St. Louis’ 156 
schools. And when examination 
discloses the need for medical 
attention, the student will prompt- 
ly be given a health report card 
designed for parents’ attention. 

“We wait 30 days and if in 
that time the parents have not 
taken the child to their family 
physician, we send another note 
home asking one of the parents 
to call at the school for consul- 
tation,” Dr. Tate explained. 

“If in talking with the parent, 
the school physician discovers 
that family finances are not ade- 
quate to provide for private medi- 
cal care for the child, arrange- 
ments are made to take the child 
to one of the clinics that work 
in co-operation with the Health 
and Hygiene Division. 

“In tne case where the child 
comes from a large family and 
the mother cannot leave home to 
come to the school for consulta- 
tion, either the school physician 
or one of our 51 school nurses 
calls on the mother at home to 
discuss her child’s physical con- 


dition.” 
A Division's system of continu- 

ing examinations and provi- 
sion for care in clinics, no St. 
Louis. school child should lack 
for medical care. But in many in- 
stances it is difficult, according to 
Dr. Tate, to obtain full co-opera- 
tion of the parents in following 
up the health defects listed on the 
child’s report by the school doc- 
tors.

Last year, in addition to the 
routine physical examinations, all 
third grade children in the public 
school system were weighed and 
measured for the purpose of start- 
ing “Wetzel Grids,” charts fur- 
nished by the St. Louis Heart 
Association. A Wetzel Grid not 
only reflects a child’s growth as 
indicated by weight and height, 
but serves as a month-to-month 
visual demonstration of whether 
growth is or is not progressing 
satisfactorily. It provides a means 
of portraying not only the direc- 
tions of development, but also the 
speed of development for growth. 
Deviation from a normal grid pat- 
tern signifies that the child is not 
doing as well as may be expected 
and it may mean oncoming mal- 
nutrition, rheumatic fever, aller- 
gies, endocrine disturbances or 
other pathology. 


Individual and classroom 
spections for communicable 
ease control last year ran into 
fantastic numbers. All told, the 
health and hygiene division’s doc- 
tors and nurses made 474,935 in- 
spections for scarlet fever, scalp 
~ingworm, measles, mumps, 
whooping cough, chicken pox and 
other communicable diseases. 

During the second semester of 
last year the health division ar- 
ranged with the St. Louis Health 
Department to have chest X-rays 
taken of all high school seniors 
at the municipal health centers.

pils leaving the elghth grade to 
enter high school are examined. 
This schedule is repeated in the 
third and fourth quarters. 

So thorough is the system for 
guarding the health of St. Louis 
school children that the United 
States Public Health Department 
has used St. Louis techniques in 
setting up parts of its public 
school health program. 

“We have one of the finest 
health and hygiene ‘divisions in 
the country,” says Dr. Tate, “but 
there is still room for improve- 
ment. We could use more doctors 
and more nurses, for our division 
carries a sixfold job—to appraise 
the -health status of school chil- 
dren; to secure the correction of 
remediable defects: to protect 
against communicable disease; to 
maintain sanitary conditions in 
the schools; to provide emergency 
service in case of accidents; and 
to operate as that agency in the 
schools upon which parents and 
teachers may rely for competent 
guidance in health protection for 
every boy and girl in the St. 
Louis school system.” 

As for the children themselves, 
Dr. Tate thinks our youngsters 
are becoming increasingly health 
conscious, 


“They make pals of the nurses 
and welcome the doctor when he 
comes for examinations,” he 
smiles. “Of course, being called 
in for a routine medical check 
means being excused from class. 
That may have something to do | 
with the fact that the nurses and 
doctors are pretty popular people 
around any school.”

He estab- 
lished his entire heart suit with- 
out loss by ruffing once in dume 
my, but he could not control] the 
trumps, when West got in with 
the king and persisted with 
spades. The outcome was a threee 
trick penalty. 

This was the result of extremely 
poor co-operation on North’s part. 
True, North had three times as 
many clubs as hearts, but it 
nevertheless should have been 
quite clear to him that a game 
contract would be safe and easier 
in the- major suit. 

South had not announced a true 
two-suiter—-it was inconceivable 
that he could have as good clubs 
as hearts. By jumping to three 
hearts over two diamonds, South 
had shown at least a _ six-card 
heart suit of considerable 
strength, and thus North’s single- 
ton ten figured to be quite ade- 
quate in support. At any rate, it 
figured to be more adequate in 
support of a ten-trick major-suit 
contract than North’s hand as a 
whole, including his 10-x-x of 
clubs, would support an eleven- 
trick minor-suit contract. On top 
of everything else there was the 
strong implication that South him- 
self had a decided preference for 
hearts.
